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DECLARATION UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.131 

1. We are two of the inventors for U.S. Patent Application No. 09/810,753 entitled 
"System and Method for Integrating We-Originated Orders with Backend 
Business Systems" (the "'753 application"), which was filed on March 16, 2001. 

2. The Patent Application is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Schroeder et al. (U.S. 2002/0099735), which was filed on January 19, 2001 . 

3. The invention as claimed in the '753 application was reduced to practice at least 
as early as January 18, 2001, which is one day prior to the filing date of the 
Schroeder patent application. 
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4. Two documents are attached to establish the reduction to practice date of the 
invention as claimed in the '753 application. The first document, Exhibit A, is a 
data flow diagram dated March 22, 2000. The second document, Exhibit B, is an 
extract from the production database of an actual transaction operated according 
to the data flow of Exhibit A. The file header shows that the transaction data for 
Exhibit B is May 22, 2000. 

5. The data flow in Exhibit A illustrates a transaction between two companies, 
Rotech and Sunrise. Sunrise's operations are shown on the bottom left of the 
page. Rotech's operations are shown on the bottom right of the page. And the 
translation activities related to the claimed invention are shown at the top center 
of the page. 

6. The translation activities include the action boxes for translating data from one 
format to another, including "Translate: :xlate_doc," "XMLto850X121ate," 
"XMLtoLawsonlnvXlate," and "X12toXMLXlate " These action boxes 
correspond to translating documents from XML to the Sunrise format (EDI XI 2) 
and from the Sunrise (EDI XI 2) format to the XML format. 

7. The translation activities illustrated in Exhibit A involve orders and invoices. 

8. An actual transaction generally corresponding to this data flow was completed on 
May 22, 2000. Exhibit B is a copy of a portion of the data for this transaction, 
which is between Rotech and Sunrise. The document was translated from 
Rotech's native format (delimited) to the common format (XML) and then 
translated to Sunrise format (EDI XI 2). 
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Accordingly, the invention in the *1 18 application was operational at least as early 
as May 22, 2000.
